SELECTMEN OF OSSIPEE 


SOME FACTS IN REGARD TO OSSIPEE 


In 1802 there were 166 tax payers and only seven paying 
over ten dollars tax. . 


The first bridge built across Bear Camp River near Ossipee 
Valley was in 1806. Cost of material was $105.00. 


Road from Duncan Lake to Center Ossipee was built in the 
summer of 1777. 


The ossipee Trail road was laid out and built in 1849. 


In the year 1834 the town raised $4,200.00 for repairing the 
highways and bridges. 


In the year 1811 we find the first recorded action in regard 
to dividing the town into School Districts. 


In 1864 the town authorized the Selectmen to hire 
$15,000.00 to pay bounties due Ossipee’s soldiers in the Civil 
War. 


In 1888 our resident inventory was $228,626.00, our non- 
resident was $30,209.00; the tax rate was $28.50 per thousand. 


Work commenced on meeting house and town hall in July 
1802. 


First town meeting in present town hall was held the last 
Monday of August 1802. 


In 1850 our population was 2123, in 1880 it was 1782. 


In the year 1889 there were 26,100 pounds of butter made 
in Ossipee. We find listed for that year 358 horses, 274 oxen, 537 
cows, 431 neat stock and 314 sheep. 


In 1934 our resident inventory was $847,501.00, our non- 
resident $473,655.00. We have listed on our books 64 horses, 
197 cows, 6 oxen, 34 neat stock, and 6 sheep and a population 
of some over 1300 people.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Ossipee, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 2003 
as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion 
on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general 
purpose financial statements are free of material mis-statement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used 
and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the 
general fixed assets account group which should be included in order to conform 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. As 
is the case with many municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town 
of Ossipee has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount 
that should be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission 
described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Town of Ossipee as of December 31, 2003, and the results of its operations and the 
cash flows of its non-expendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general 
purpose financial statements of the Town of Ossipee taken as a whole. The 
combining and individual fund financial statements listed as schedules in the table 
of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required 
part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Ossipee. Such 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of 
the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as 
a whole.

2003 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Trustees have remained the same for 2003 with June Loud, Nan Egan and 
Michelle Capone overseeing the funds. This past year began with low returns on all 
investments but ended with the Trustees seeing a swing towards better rates and 
return on all investment instruments. The Trustees continue to monitor the market 
rates looking for the ways to invest with the best possible income results. 


The Trustees will make available $25,000.00 from the Lyford Merrow 
Scholarship Fund to the June 2004 graduates and alumni. Due to various 
circumstances, not all students awarded scholarships were able to pursue their 
desired educational goals and these funds remain invested. These students were 
encouraged to re-apply as alumni for the 2004/2005 calendar year. All scholarship 
information for college bound students is available in the Guidance Office at 
Kingswood High School and any Ossipee student, may inquire about them. 
Applications for the Lyford Merrow Scholarships are also available at the Town Hall. 


The Trustees saw an increase in activity in Capital Reserve Funds invested as 
many departments and precincts begin to prepare to fund future projects and 
equipment purchases. We are happy to assist these members of the community. 


The investment policies of the Trustees of Trust Funds meet the rigid 
requirements of the Charitable Trust Division of the Office of the New Hampshire 
Attorney General. As such we have investments in: U.S. TREASURY T-BILLS; 
CERTIFICATES OF DEPOSIT; MONEY MARKET ACCOUNTS; SAVINGS 
ACCOUNTS; CHECKING ACCOUNTS AND THE NEW HAMPSHIRE PUBLIC 
DEPOSIT INVESTMENT POOL. Locally we utilize Berlin City Bank, Citizen’s Bank 
and Laconia Savings Bank in Ossipee. 


On the following page you will see the audited breakdown of the basic 
accounts of the Ossipee Trust Funds. We list the basic categories and their principal 
and interest sums, indicating the beginning balance of the year, the income and 
expenditures and the ending balance as of the 31st of December, 2003. It is the 
Trustees goal to include all interest earned on each investment instrument through 
12/31/03 to provide a true and accurate ending year balance.

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OSSIPEE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
2003 Annual Report 


The Ossipee Economic Development Committee generally meets on the fourth 
Tuesday of every other month. Because of our busy schedules, sometimes we don’t 
have a formal meeting, so we share information on the phone and with a newsletter. 
New members are always welcome. 


The Ossipee Economic Development Committee fosters organized growth 
utilizing human and natural resources in a responsible way. The Ossipee Economic 
Development Committee seeks to educate and involve the community in its work. 


The OEDC has also worked with the Regional Planning Committee of the 
MWVEC to share information about the need for workforce housing in the area. The 
committee considers this lack of housing to be a major deterrent to economic 
vitality in the area. 


Members of the Ossipee Economic Development Committee have attended 
programs on issues, such as the cost of health care, which affect the economy of this 
area. 


Members of the OEDC attended the pre-application workshop for the Main St, 
New Hampshire Program. We have held an informational meeting where 27 people 
signed up to show their interest and support for applying for this program which will 
help us revitalize Center Ossipee Village. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works has completed another busy year with 
teamwork being the key to enhanced productivity. Our Goal for the past year has 
been to “Leave Ossipee each day, better than we found it the day before”. 

A number of major projects were completed this year as a result of the hard 
work and dedication of the employees of the Highway and Solid Waste 
Departments. Of particular note was the reconfiguration of the Solid Waste Facility 
to allow better traffic flow, easier unloading of large bulky items and construction 
debris, and easier pick-up and delivery of the waste containers. 

The acquisition of a used loader-backhoe for the solid waste facility to compact 
the containers resulted in a savings of approximately $18,000.00 and a lower 
operating budget for 2004. Revenues collected to offset operations at the Solid 
Waste Facility for 2003 amounted to $62,365.00. 

The Granite Road Bridge was finally replaced. This project, accomplished by 
the Highway Crew and several contractors, resulted in a cost to the Town of 
approximately $162,000 less than the low bid received in 2001. The project 
involved excavating over 4000 cubic yards of earth, placing of 2.5 tons of 
reinforcing steel and 150 cubic yards of concrete in preparation of the installation 
of the pre-cast concrete bridge and retaining walls. The thirty-six (36’) foot span is 
the largest ever done by a Town crew, and is the second largest project of its type in 
the state. The Town crew also erected, installed and removed a temporary bridge to 
bypass the work site during the seven week construction period. We would like to 
thank the residents of Ossipee Corner, especially those on Granite Road for their 
patience during the project. 

Work on Government Buildings included the replacement of a number of doors 
at various facilities, renovation of the bathrooms in the Town Hall, and the 
installation of a back-up generator for the Town Hall and Highway Garage. This 
generator was funded through a grant from the NH Office of Emergency 
Management. 

We would like to thank the residents for their support and kind words when we 
do well and their constructive comments when we don’t.

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OSSIPEE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
2003 Annual report 


This past year has seen much growth and activity at the library. 

The parking lot has been improved with the addition of 18 new spaces. 

Thanks to the Gates Foundation we have two new computers giving us four 
computers that allow public access to the Internet. The computer lab was very active 
and well used this past year. The Ossipee Public Library is one of the TECH LINK 
New Hampshire Technology Access Points. Through Tech Link we have a tech 
person at the library for 20 hours each week. He helps patrons with their computer 
problems and teaches classes for all levels of computer users. This was in addition 
to our regular scheduled classes. He also loaded many programs that can be used 
for educational uses. These programs were purchased with the grant money 
received from the NH Charitable Foundation. Groups of students, such as the After 
School Enrichment Program, the home-schooled, and the Carroll County Adult 
Education, have also used the computer lab. More information re: Tech Link NH can 
be found at www.techlinknh.org. 

The Ossipee Public Library web site continues to attract World Wide Web 
surfers. The site has had 4,274 visits. The library’s web = site is 
http://groups.msn.com/publiclibrarytownofossipeenhusa. 

The summer reading program was well attended with over 100 young readers 
taking part. We received a grant from the NH Charitable Foundation. This grant 
allowed us to invite Wayne from Maine, (the Children’s Recording Artist), and “The 
Best In Edu-tainment” to the Town Hall to delight both children and adults. The Old 
Home Week Committee and the Friends of the Library sponsored this event. 

We had four nature passes to Squam Lakes Natural Science Center in 
Holderness, sponsored by White Mountain Survey Company. From June to October, 
patrons could use these passes for free admission to the Science Center. 

The video collection has been dramatically increased, thanks to a special friend 
and patron. The collection includes both VHS and DVD movies. The library 
collection is augmented by membership in the Bearcamp Valley Library Association 
and the Rochester Area Library Association. 

The Friends of the Ossipee Public Library had several fund drives throughout 
the year. They sold book bags, note books, and held a Feaster’s Fantasy raffle in the 
summer. The Book Cellar is operated by the Friends every Saturday during the 
summer, and the first Saturday of the month during the rest of the year. The Friends 
enjoy decorating the library for the holidays. They continue to fund most of our 
programs, including some of the prizes given to all participants in the Summer 
Reading Program. New shelves were made by one of our hard working volunteers 
and paid for by the Friends. They’re always happy to welcome new members. 

Patrons and visitors enjoyed the artwork on display in the meeting room. Robert 
Zimmermann, Lucy Merrow, Pat Jones, the State Library, Linda Morgan and Leslie 
Snow generously shared their work. 

The Meeting Room is often used to offer educational, historical, civil, scout and 
cultural programs to the community. The library also continues to sponsor a wide 
variety of programs: 

e AARP volunteers provided tax assistance from February to June. 
¢ Our Book discussion group meets every second Monday evening of each 
month, at 7:00 pm.

¢ Quilters group meets on the second and fourth Tuesday evenings at 6:30 
pm. As a fundraiser for the library, they’re in the process of making a 

uilt. 

° Soneune for pre-school children continue to be held on Tuesday 
mornings at 10:30 and school aged children on Tuesday afternoons at 
3730. 

e The after school enrichment program has participated in story-time on 
Wednesday afternoons. 

¢ Book Delivery and pick-up of books, video, and audiotapes and other 
library materials are available for those patrons who are unable to come 
to the library. The library also stocks large print books (and Reader’s 
Digest) for visually impaired readers. 

The Ossipee Public Library continues to face steadily increasing demands for 
its various services and to receive customer requests for increased hours. The issue 
of expanding the library’s hours has been under consideration for some time now, 
but given the current economic climate, no action has been taken. This spring, 
however, a survey of library patrons will be conducted so that the trustees and staff 
can plan how best to meet the current needs of library users. Recommendations will 
be forthcoming. 

Once again, our appreciation and gratitude go to a large group of wonderful 
people who give of themselves to enrich the lives of others. They make your library 
what it is today.

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OSSIPEE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Annual Report 2003 


2003 was a busy and productive year for the Ossipee Police Department. The 
roster has stabilized after the turnover that we experienced over the last couple 
years. James Mullen was with the Tuftonboro Police Department and has joined us 
full time, and as of this writing, Joe Duchesne has been promoted to the rank of 
Corporal. 

The amount of activity for a Town this size continues to be staggering at times. 
As noted in the following breakdown, 331 arrests were made, and of those, 39 were 
felony indictments. Areas of most concern continue to be the crimes against 
children, domestic violence, and the prevalence of Drugs and alcohol as central 
denominators at many if not most calls. We are experiencing a huge insurgence of 
hard drugs in our area, the most troubling of which is heroin. We are in the process 
of acquiring a drug detection K-9, and are committed to taking any and all action 
that we can to stem this tide. 

Members of this department are participating in the Schools Out Program at 
Ossipee Central School, and so far this program is being extremely successful in 
conducting safe after school programs for our youth. All agree that the fewer 
unsupervised kids we have, the less likely they will get in trouble or hurt. 

We continue to work with the Departments around us on regional enforcement 
issues, and are working with the newly formed Substance Abuse task force at 
Kingswood Regional High School. 

| can’t thank the members of this department enough for their dedication to the 
citizens of Ossipee. They consistently go well above and beyond. | am especially 
thankful that no members of the department were seriously injured, and pray that 
this continues. 

| also thank all the departments around us, the Carroll County Sheriff's 
Department, the New Hampshire State Police, the Fire Departments, and Medstar 
Ambulance for their help and assistance at the many scenes. Thank you to the Staff 
at Town Hall, and all of the citizens who continue to support us.

This year our EMTs received training on: Ex- 
tended OHRV Rescue, Search & Rescue, Scene Violence, Elder Abuse, Legalities of 
DNkRs and Living Wills, Pediatric Emergencies, Crime Scene Interaction, Radiologi- 
cal Monitoring, Disaster Management, Forensic Medicine, Scene Investigation, 
EMS at Large Events, Auto Extrication, and a host of fire service training programs. 

Efficient emergency care requires considerable teamwork, and | am very proud 
of our relationships with the other local emergency departments. My sincere thanks 
to the members of the fire, rescue, and police departments, whose dedication to 
those they serve should not go unnoticed. A very special thank you to the men and 
women of our Armed Forces, who place themselves in harm’s way everyday so that 
we may remain safe. Also, my appreciation goes out to the people of Ossipee for 
their continued support.

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OSSIPEE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


In 1923 Calvin Coolidge was President of the United States. Time magazine 
was published for the first time. “Yes, We Have No Bananas” was a hit tune. Howard 
Carter discovered and opened the tomb of Tutankhamun. And in November of that 
year the Ossipee Historical Society got started. The artifacts that the Society has 
collected over the past 80 years are not as rich as those from a Pharaoh’s tomb and 
the stories that were recorded were probably not as newsworthy as those in Time, 
but the history is just as important to this town. 

This past summer the Historical Society continued its tradition of activity, 
beginning with the Museum. Grant Hall was open from June 1 to October 31. Every 
Tuesday through Saturday the Museum was staffed by local volunteers who 
answered questions and showed visitors our local artifacts. On the third Tuesdays of 
the month from April through October business meetings and programs were 
presented at the Ossipee Public Library. Local pests (insects that is), herbs; and rocks 
were just some of the subjects of those evenings. The Society participated in Old 
Home Week by sponsoring a History Day at the Museum that included a 
presentation on the history of Native Americans in this area and a bus tour of Center 
Ossipee and Roland Park. The Early Settlers’ Meeting House, with newly reglazed 
windows, was opened once again in August for a service that coincided with 
Granite Day. But the Society’s activities go beyond just the summer months. 

Ossipee Historical Society has long been interested in educating the young 
people of the area in our history. The third graders once again toured Grant Hall and 
took a short walk into historic Center Ossipee. New this year was the Society’s work 
with School’s Out, an after school program at Ossipee Central School. Not new but 
changed this year was the Society’s scholarship program. This year the scholarship 
was a competition. Jacob Sawyer was the first recipient of the scholarship under 
these new rules. His winning essay was published in the fall newsletter of the 
Society. 

Education in a more global arena is at the Society’s website 
(http:groups.msn.com/OssipeeHistoricalSociety/_homepage.msn) which has had 
5,254 hits this year and the genealogy site has had 3,681 and includes new 
information on Civil War units that included men from Ossipee as well as the 
transcription of some of their letters home. 

The Courthouse Committee of the Society submitted an application for the 
Carroll County Courthouse to the state for placement on the state’s Register of 
Historic Places. That application was accepted this year. The Committee continues 
to work to have the Courthouse placed on the National Registry. In June the County 
Delegation voted to accept the Society’s bid for the Courthouse. The final wording 
of the deed and the actual transfer of ownership of the Courthouse are still to be 
completed. 

As we begin our 815t year as an organization, we would like to thank the 
selectmen, state legislators, county commissioners, and the citizens of Ossipee for 
their continued and necessary support.

Mark McConkey continued in his role as Chairman and David Babson served 
as Vice Chairman. Other members of the board are Joe Deighan, Stanley Brothers, 
and Jean Marie Simpson. Bob Burton and Ellie Prudhomme are the alternates. The 
Zoning Board is looking for interested people who would like to serve as additional 
alternates. 


Public hearings were held on the second Tuesday of each month at 7:00 PM. 
Several additional meetings were scheduled for the convenience of the applicants. 
At the meetings, ten Variances were granted and three were denied. Of the three 
denials, two applied for rehearings. One of the rehearings resulted in the granting 
of a Variance and the other didn’t. Ten Special Exceptions were granted. Many of 
these were applications to make changes in homes that do not conform to the 
present Zoning Ordinance. One permit was granted for a temporary structure. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment has worked closely with the new full time 
Zoning Enforcement Officer to ensure that possible violations of the conditions of a 
decision are looked into. Dave Senecal makes sure that all the conditions placed on 
a decision are satisfied before he grants a permit. Several cases were referred to the 
ZEO for his inspection and follow-up. His attendance at Board meetings has been 
very helpful. 


The Zoning Application was revised for clarity and the fees charged were raised 
to meet today’s cost for postage and public notices in the newspaper. 


As the Zoning Board of Adjustment has dealt with several controversial issues 
recently, attendance by the public has increased. The Zoning Board welcomes 


interested citizens at all their meetings.

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REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER FOR 2003 


This year, 2003 there were nearly 1000 dogs registered in the town of Ossipee, 
New Hampshire. | received an average of twenty-five to thirty calls on a weekly 
basis. The number of calls do increase during the summer months. These calls stil 
range from lost dogs, found dogs, barking dogs, loose dogs, injured dogs, and 
occasionally a deceased dog along with many calls on cat problems which | do not 
have the responsibility to take care of as yet. Although many dogs are registered in 
Ossipee, that number still swells on weekends, school vacations and summer time. 
Consequently more dogs more problems. 

As again, | spend almost every evening answering dog calls and several hours 
each month keeping a log of my activities. For the past three years, | have gone out 
in snowstorms to pick up lost dogs. | have been out after midnight to answer dog 
calls, and have put bloody dogs in my car and rushed them to the vets. As it is my 
job to enforce dog laws, it is my genuine love of animals that keeps me doing it. 

Again the question | am asked most of the time and wil! reiterate is, “Does 
Ossipee have a leash law?” Many people think that dogs in Ossipee must be on a 
leash, or tied, if not fenced. What the leash law says is that dog owners must have 
control of their dog/dogs at all times. It does not say that their dog/dogs must be 
leashed at all times. As long as a dog returns to its owner when called, they have 
control of their dog. The dog must be with the owner if off their property, to be under 
control. The owner can not knowingly let his dog run free off the property, because 
then the owner is not in control of the dog. Any dog that is off its premises without 
his/her owner is in violation and may be picked up, and a fine issued to the owner. 

Also, dogs that are kept outside are required by law to have food, water and 
shelter. | have heard that many people are unaware of this law. Dogs should be, for 
the most part, treated as companions or members of the family. On those cold 
nights, please remember to bring your dog inside. Most dogs, today, are not meant 
to be left outside in frigid temperatures. Temperatures of all extremes can affect the 
health of a dog. Summer is almost more dangerous for our pets, with the extreme 
temperatures that would be found in closed up vehicles. Remember never to leave 
your pet in an unattended vehicle even on moderately warm days. 

Barking dogs are still a very big issue. Responsible pet owners should be 
considerate of their neighbors. This pertains to barking as well as letting dogs run 
free on others property. “Please let’s strive to all be responsible pet owners”. 
Although most complaints | receive are about dogs, it is usually a negligent pet 
owner who is truly at fault. 

It is not to early to think about your dog’s license. Dog licenses expire on April 
30, 2004. Licenses may be obtained at the town hall. Make sure all your pets are up 
to date on their vaccinations. Make sure to check your dog’s rabies expiration date. 

Thanks to dog tags, which is another good source of protection for your dog, | 
have found the owners of many lost dogs, both in town as well as out of state. Please 
make sure your dog/dogs tags are attached to their collars. If your dog does get lost, 
tags are a great help in identification. 
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Again | would like to thank all the citizens of Ossipee for their calls and 
concerns about dogs. | cannot be everywhere, so | appreciate hearing from people 
to let me know where there is still an on going problem, or if the problem has been 
resolved. | find most people are responsible dog owners and take care of a problem 
the first time | approach them.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Lakes Region has changed tremendously in the past 20 years. Homes and 
businesses have expanded along major roadways, and many of our communities 
have experienced dramatic change. This growth has resulted in a number of regional 
challenges. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is the area organization 
established to address the effects of growth at both the local and regional level. With 
a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and 
Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to 
member municipalities. The Commission offers diverse direct and support services 
ranging from technical assistance, geographic information systems, and 
transportation planning, to land use and environmental planning, and economic 
development. The LRPC is primarily funded from local, state, and federal resources. 
We are contacted several times daily for answers to local issues. We also maintain 
a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our 
goal remains to provide support and leadership to the governments, businesses and 
citizens of the Lakes Region. 

Here are some of our services performed on behalf of Ossipee and the region 
in the past fiscal year: 

e Obtained critical dates for March Town Meeting for a conservation 
commission member interested in a warrant article for the meeting. 

e Discussed with local officials the definitions in the Ossipee Zoning 
Ordinance for the Village Zone and how to deal with a variance for the 80/20 split 
requirement. 

e Provided guidance per the New Hampshire RSA‘s regarding the criteria the 
ZBA must use to consider a request for any variance. 

e Provided to local officials information regarding the merits of hiring a local 
code enforcement officer. . 

e Assisted a planning board member with the requirements to establish a GIS 
program in Ossipee. 

e Facilitated several West Ossipee 2020 Advisory Committee meetings. 

eAttended a meeting of the Ossipee Chamber of Commerce to provide 
information on proposed improvements to the Intersection of NH 16 and NH 25 in 
West Ossipee. 

e Finalized a scope of work for a feasibility study for a proposed transportation 
center, and presented it to the board of selectmen. 

e Ordered for the Ossipee Planning Board sixteen copies of the 2003-2004 
N.H. Planning and Land Use Regulation Books at a considerable savings. 

e Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where 
practicing attorneys provide a legal perspective on local planning, zoning and other 
municipal issues. Recent lectures included: Growth Management and Smart 
Growth, Effective Enforcement of Local Land Use Decisions and Regulations, and 
Nonconforming Uses and Vested Rights. We also prepared for the .2003 Law 
Lectures, in partnership with the NH Municipal Association. 
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¢ Completed and distributed the Lakes Region Demographic Profile; a 
comprehensive compilation of key socioeconomic indicators from the US Census, 


and other data sources. 

¢ Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory 
Committee (TAC) to enhance local involvement in transportation planning and 
project development. The TAC usually advises the LRPC on projects that are of 
regional significance. 

¢ Initiated the start of the Lakes Region Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan. This 
planning effort will help provide a blueprint for the location of local bike and 
pedestrian routes. 

¢ Hosted a National Flood Insurance Program Workshop for Local Officials that 
provided an overview of the National Flood Insurance Program and training for 
local officials. 

e With assistance from the Community Development Finance Authority (CDFA) 
SEED Capacity Grant, LRPC completed a number of work products including the 
Demographic Profile, coordination with area economic development organizations 
and Main Street communities, and the computerization of town-level economic 
development data. 

eReviewed project proposals through the NH Intergovernmental Review 
Agreement that provides the region and local communities an opportunity to 
respond to applications seeking state and federal aid. LRPC reviewed many 
proposals having a combined investment total greater than $16 million in the Lakes 
Region. 

¢ Conducted over 160 traffic counts and several road inventories around the 
region, in cooperation with the NH Department of Transportation. 

¢ Continued technical support to the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory 
Committee, in cooperation with the NH Department of Environmental Services. 

e Convened four area Commission meetings that featured Natural Resources 
Planning: a Lakes Region perspective. The presentations were followed by facilitated 
discussions that identified issues and innovative natural resource initiatives. 

e Planned the 18th annual household hazardous waste collection in the Lakes 
Region. In FY-03, two consecutive Saturdays were designated as collection days for 
the 24 participating communities. An estimated 20,000 total gallons of waste were 
collected, containerized, and transported to EPA approved end-of-life locations 
around the country. 

¢ Updated the annual Development Trends in the Lakes Region, a survey of 
subdivision, housing construction, industrial, and commercial development. 

¢ In consultation with the Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (TAC), 
LRPC prepared, adopted, and submitted to the NH DOT the latest regional 
recommendations for Transportation Enhancement Funding. 

e Represented the region on several committees including: the NH 
Transportation Enhancement Advisory Committee, the Statewide steering committee 
to update the NH Airport System Plan, the Belknap County Economic Development 
Council, the Northern Rail Task Force, among others. 
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¢ LRPC also continues to assist start-up efforts of the recently opened Lakes 
Region Household Hazardous Product Facility. 

e Secured funding from the NH Emergency Management Bureau to assist local 
communities with the preparation of all hazard management plans. 
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MT. WASHINGTON VALLEY ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
Annual Report for 2003 


It is a privilege and pleasure to report on the progress of the MWVEC as your 
representatives from Ossipee. The Council now has a balance sheet showing $2.2 
million in assets. Most importantly, for economic development and diversity, the 
march toward the creation of a Technology Village is on track for the year 2005. 


The Technology Village was the recipient of a $1.5 million EDA grant. The 
project was also awarded a $525,000 Tax Credit Grant from the NH Community 
Development Finance Authority, and all of those tax credits have been sold to local 
businesses in the area. Last year, the Council purchased 81 acres of land off Route 
16 in Conway. 


Some of the first tenants in the Learning Center of the Technology Village will 
be local educational institutions. Memos of understanding have been signed with 
NH Community Technical College and the College of Lifelong Learning. 


The office of the Council in the old Echo building in Center Conway houses the 
business center and “incubator” for eight new start-up businesses. These businesses 
are flourishing and creating new jobs, which is similar to what will happen in the 
new Business Center of the Technology Village. 


The Economic Council continues to provide an economic engine for the Valley 
by making local business loans from its Revolving Loan Fund. Several businesses in 


Ossipee have borrowed from this fund. 


Many other activities assist the area, such as the Council’s involvement with 
SCORE, School to Career, Regional Planning, Forestry, and Eggs and Issues.

Annual Report for 2003 


The Conservation Commission meets on the second Wednesday of the month 
at 7:00 PM in the Ossipee Town Hall. The public is always encouraged and 
welcomed to attend. 


At our winter education program for the public, Cathie Gregg, director and 
wildlife rehabilitator at the Elaine Connors Center for Wildlife, explained the care of 
injured wild animals at the Center. An enthusiastic audience asked many questions. 
The Ossipee Conservation Commission sponsors an educational speaker series 
annually based on a natural resource topic. 


The Commission continued to co-partner with the Green Mountain 
Conservation Group to engage in an Ossipee Lake milfoil monitoring program. They 
have also expressed their concern over the current milfoil problem in Ossipee Lake 
and volunteered to help the Ossipee Lake Alliance with their prevention program. 
They also participated in the Water Sampling program at Frenchman’s Brook and the 
Beech River. 


Much time was spent ironing out an agreement among the commission 
members and with the tenant at the Fish Hatchery for a multi-year lease. 


The Ossipee Conservation Commission continues to uphold its mission by 
providing an initiative to protect, preserve and manage the magnificent natural 
resource base of Ossipee. The Commission voted to spend 50% of the money they 
have earned to secure properties for future generations to enjoy. They are currently 
working with the Dan Hole Pond Watershed group to help purchase the Thurley 
Mountain tract. 


Longtime members Peter Olkkola, Maria LaGuardia, and Greg Bossart resigned 
this year and are sorely missed. Other members are Chairman Tim Nolin, Vice 
Chairman Ralph Buchanan, John Smith, and subcommittee member Thomas Dodge. 
Three new members have joined the Ossipee Conservation Commission this year. 
They are Andy Northrop, Sandy McGlinchey, and Warren Walker.

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VNA-HOSPICE 
Annual Report 


The year 2003 has once again been a real challenge for the home care industry 
and for VNA-Hospice. Because of financial cutbacks at both the State and Federal 
levels the Agency is once again struggling to find the finances necessary to provide 
the care that our citizens require and deserve. The VNA-Hospice is a not-for-profit; 
Medicare certified home health and hospice care agency that is licensed by the 
State of New Hampshire. The Agency staff provides services to residents of Alton, 
Brookfield, Effingham, Freedom, Moultonboro, Ossipee, Sandwich, Tamworth, 
_Tuftonboro, Wakefield and Wolfeboro. 


The Agency continues to have three major programs and during 2003, we were 
privileged to provide the residents of Ossipee with home health care, hospice care 
and maternal child health-community health services. We made a total of 7,024 
visits to Ossipee residents. This included 5,195 home care visits, 1,326 hospice 
visits, and 503 maternal child health visits. The total Agency staff has driven over 
348,851 miles last year, while making a total of 31,432 visits. 


VNA-Hospice’s goal has always been to provide the residents of Ossipee with 
the highest quality of professional health care services that is available. We have 
approximately 75 employees who work as a team to help us achieve this goal. We 
actively take part in many different educational programs and seminars in order to 
keep ourselves current and proficient in our individual specialty. We willingly 
collaborate with other health care providers in order to insure that the care provided 
is the most effective and efficient care we can provide. We continue to provide tele- 
health monitors to our most vulnerable patients. These monitors will take your blood 
pressure, your pulse, your oxygen concentration, your weight and a number of other 
important tests every day. The data is then transmitted via a phone line to our office 
where it is reviewed by a registered nurse and then sent to your individual doctor 
as necessary. Tele-health monitors allow us to see our patients every day even when 
a nurse is not scheduled to make a visit. 


Thank you for your continued support and for allowing us to provide you with 
your home health care services.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Ossipee, Ossipee Concerned 
Citizens, Inc. submits its Annual Report for 2003: 


Ossipee Concerned Citizens, Inc. is approaching three decades of 
incorporation with an ever growing and changing provision of services through 
increased need. The State of New Hampshire, and in particular, the Division of 
Elderly and Adult Services (DEAS) in Concord and a variety of Community Based 
Organizations have recognized the need to prepare for population increases in 
specific areas of New Hampshire (Carroll County is one). In addition, the 
“babyboomers” are largely responsible for a national senior population explosion. 

OCC’s Nutrition Program reflects the above trends. Two years ago, eighty-five 
(85) home-delivered meals were being prepared each working day. To date, the 
number has increased to 116. Further, the Congregate Meal Program has increased 
by nearly twenty percent during the same time period. Total meals served during this 
annual report period is 61,985. 

There are approximately sixty (60) senior centers throughout the State of New 
Hampshire. The large majority are affiliated with state and federally funded meals 
programs. Since the state does not directly fund any senior center, all monies are 
fund-raised. The Ossipee Senior Center offers activities that include bingo each 
Monday afternoon, and Monday Night Whist (volunteer), shopping trips, nature trips 
(incl. birdwatching), foliage trips, Fryeburg Fair on Senior Day, Fleet Feet Exercise for 
Health at the Ossipee Town Hall gymnasium, puzzles and computer access, 
Christmas Crafters (to benefit the Santa Project), and additional monthly van tours 
to regional points of interest. 

The staff is constantly searching for new fund-raising activities. Annual, 
seasonal, and monthly events are also held to help support the budget. That list 
includes the following for 2003: Day Care and Agency Penny Sales, Kitchen Staff 
Bar-B-Que Night, Catering, Public Turkey Suppers, Harvest Fair, Spring Fling, July 
4th Celebration, weekly Whist Night, raffles, Fudge Drive, Food Sales, OCC Uptown 
Ice Cream Shoppe, OCC Uptown Boutique, and the December Christmas Fair (to 
benefit the Ossipee Santa Project). 

In addition to the above list are activities and events related to health 
maintenance and community service provided by OCC or in association with local 
groups and organizations. They are as follows: Monthly Footcare Clinics with Lakes 
Region Hospital, Monthly Blood-Pressure Clinics (free) and Annual Flu Shots with 
VNA-Hospice of Southern Carroll County and Vicinity, Inc., AARP 55-Alive Safe 
Driving Course with VFW Post #8270 and Auxiliary and the Ossipee Recreation 
Department, the Annual Rabies Clinic with Kindness Animal Hospital of Ossipee, 
and the Commodity Supplemental Food Program (CSFP) for eligible seniors (60 
years and older) and WIC clients. 

The Children’s Day Care Center and the WIC (Women, Infants and Children 
Nutrition and Education for Carroll County) Program are staffed by experienced 
persons. The level of participation for each program responds to the health of the 
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economy as well as to the effects of the season. The Day Care Center has a total 
active enrollment of fifty-eight (58) children from three to twelve years of age. The 
WIC Program client enrollment has increased to nearly 700 over the past six 
months. 

Ossipee Concerned Citizens, Inc. has a variety of funding sources. They include 
the following: Division of Elderly and Adult Services, United States Department of 
Agriculture, Ossipee Children’s Fund, Division of Family Services, town 
appropriations and client donations. 

To put a price on the value of our OCC volunteers is impossible. But the 
unselfish acts of kindness from so many are neither unnoticed nor unappreciated. 
Although it has been stated before in past annual reports, they are essential to OCC. 

Thank you to all those who have given their time and talent, from meals 
delivery to the Santa Project, to town officials and citizens who support us, and to 
the Board of Directors and staff for the loyalty and hard work that pulls it all 
together.

OSSIPEE WATER AND SEWER COMMISSION 


The Ossipee Water and Sewer Department, under the auspice of the Ossipee 
Water and Sewer Commission, has continued to experience many changes and 
improvements in the services rendered not only to the Center Ossipee Precinct but 
to the Town as a whole during the year of 2003. 

The year of 2003 was the second year that the Board of Commissioners directly 
operated both water and sewer systems - including “Camp David” in a “hands-on- 
mode” thus saving the Town and system users $18,000.00 per month payment 
required by the previous contracted management company. 

Equipment has been up-dated or replaced. Two second hand trucks obtained 
last year are working out well. Mileage fees have been eliminated. Transportation 
costs have gone down. Surge protectors have been installed at both Pine River and 
Beech River. Wright Pierce, our consultants, have completed mapping of our water 
and sewer system. 

Quotes in the neighborhood of $375,000.00 have been received addressing the 
badly needed replacement for the Route 16 section of our system. Thus far the 
Commission has been able to put aside $100,000.00 towards the project and would 
like to secure either a CDBG grant, or a revolving State loan to do the project. Town 
cooperation will be needed to do this update. 

A second hand tractor with all needed accessories has been placed in 
operation at “Camp David”. Through the concentrated efforts of our previous Public 
Works Director, Doug Sargent, we were able to replace the very old tractor with a 
very good second hand tractor with all the needed accessories for use at “Camp 
David”. Through his efforts we were able to secure the tractor for $10,500.00, sell 
ours, which was in need of excessive work, for $6,000.00 thus getting our 
replacement for a total $4,500.00. All previous quotes for this item ran between 
$25,000.00 and $35,000.00. Thank you Doug. 

A power lawn mower with a bagger was obtained this year. The State of NH is 
requiring that when the grass over the leach beds at “Camp David” is cut the 
clippings must be raked to eliminate a nitrate build up hence the need for the 
bagger. 

“Camp David”, the location of our “Sludge Lagoons”, went into full operation 
in April. This was made possible by the granting of a five year “ground water permit” 
by the State of New Hampshire. The “Sludge Lagoons” provide the entire Town of 
Ossipee and only the Town Ossipee, a disposal site for the wastewater/sludge taken 
from the private septic systems within the Town. 

There are five Septage Haulers that have been issued permits to use our Town 
Facility. The opening of the “lagoons” eliminated the excessive fees that had to be 
charged by the “haulers” to take the materials to the Conway Waste Water site. 
Many of the surrounding Towns and private lagoons have been or are in the process 
of being closed down by the State due to ground contamination. The State contiaues 
to put pressure on the Commission to allow other Towns to use our lagoons... but 
we are holding firm... NO. We are honoring the Town Ordinance. 
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The Commission has placed a Warrant Article on the Town agenda for the voters to 
consider at the Annual Meeting requesting the sum of $20,000.00 to enable the 
Commission to install a well (water) and a generator to service not only the Water 
and Sewer employees, but the Town crews when it is necessary for the workers to 
be on site. There are ninety (90) acres of land at “Camp David” and only a limited 
number are under the jurisdiction of the Commission. These improvements will be 
a benefit Town wide. The Commission will make up the difference in cost for the 
requested improvements. The original warrant request was for only $15,000.00 but 
with the departure of our “resident engineer” we will now have to secure outside 
professional assistance at a cost of $200.00 per hour. 

Improvements have been made in the communication system for the Ossipee 
Water and Sewer Department. A system of “Call Forwarding” with cell ‘phones has 
been placed in operation. One needs only to dial the main telephone number (539- 
7150) and the call will either be immediately answered in the office and if there is 
no office coverage at the time of the call, the call will automatically be forwarded 
to the “covering cell ‘phone’. There should never be a time that an employee can 
not be reached...day or night. Should there be a severe storm, etc. and the village is 
without power our trucks are equipped with radios and are on the Town Crew 
frequency. 

The precinct fire hydrants have all been serviced, flushed, repaired where 
needed, painted where needed, and winterized. All are in good working order. Two 
hydrants have been replaced with a newer model and now all hydrants open in the 
same direction. All this was a costly operation but the Commission felt it was 
necessary that all hydrants open in the same direction in order to eliminate the 
confusion experienced during one of the village fires. The Commission is all too 
aware of the pressure our firemen and the mutual aide firemen are under when 
dealing with a structure fire and anything the Commission can do to help will be 
done. 

At this point in time, we, the Commissioners, want to extend our sincere 
appreciation and thanks to the various Town Departments for their continued help 
and support throughout the year 2003. The Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator 
Martha Eldridge, Ms. Barbara Adams and her staff Trish and Tracy (Tax Office), Ms. 
Gail Gliesman (Payroll), Ms. Kellie Skehan (Treasurer) and the very hardworking 
crew of the Highway Department and last but not least our former Public Works 
Director, Doug Sargent, without whose input we would have not accomplished so 
much. He will be sorely missed by this Commission.

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CENTER OSSIPEE FIRE & RESCUE DEPARTMENT 


In the year 2003, the Center Ossipee Fire & Rescue Department answered 
289 emergency calls -- more emergency calls than recorded in any one year in the 
history of the department. The calls ranged from requests for medical services, 
structure fires, auto accidents, alarm activations, forest fires, service calls and 
mutual aid requests. The Fire & Rescue Department spent over four hundred hours 
training in 2003. The chief's office spent one hundred hours related to single and 
multi-family dwelling inspections this year. 

In 2003, the Department added a 1986 95 foot tower truck and a 2003 19 
foot watercraft to its fleet of fire and rescue vehicles in preparation for the future 
needs of the precinct. 

The Department has increased its level of training by adding a Certified 
Level Two Firefighter, two Certified Leve! One Firefighters, two EMT Basic 
Technicians and eight Certified Ladder Company Operators. The members of the 
Center Ossipee Fire and Rescue Department are committed to striving for the 
success of our community. 

The Department, without outside assistance, successfully wrote and 
applied for a federal grant and on January 13, 2004, was awarded the grant in the 
amount of $27,900. This grant will be used to install an emergency alarm system in 
the building and an exhaust ventilation system in the truck bays designed to remove 
harmful exhaust vapors that come from additives in the trucks’ fuel. 

As chief | would like to thank all of the dedicated, hardworking members 
of the Department, the Precinct Fire Commissioners for their hard work and the 
members of the precinct who continue to support the Center Ossipee Fire & Rescue 
Department.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT FOR 2003 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Precinct Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the 
risk of wildland fires. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Precinct Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside 
burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground where 
the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or 
a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 

A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning (RSA 
125-N). Contact New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services at (800) 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information (also see additional 
information in this report). 

Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire wildfires 
are human caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining 
adequate green space around the house and make sure that the house number is 
correct and visible. Contact your Forest Fire Warden, Precinct Fire Department or 
the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands at www.nhdfl.org or 271-2217 
for wildland fire safety information.

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INFORMATION ON OUTDOOR BURNING 
It’s the Law - RSA 227-L:17/(II) 


Anyone who wishes to burn clean, ordinary combustibles such as leaves, brush 
or untreated lumber, or have a camp or cooking fire must have written permission 
from the landowner and a fire permit from the local forest fire warden or local fire 
department in the town or city where the fire will be kindled. You must be at least 
18 years of age to obtain a written fire permit. 

PERMITS FOR BURNING OUTDOORS REQUIRED BY LAW! 

The public and all municipal or privately owned camp or picnic grounds must 
obtain an annual written fire permit from the town forest fire warden for use of 
outside fireplaces, camp or cooking fires used in the operation of the camp or picnic 
grounds. Such camp or cooking fires should: 

1. fire pit be in an area cleaned to mineral soil at least 8 feet across 

2. fire pit area no larger than 2 feet across 

3. have at least 6 inches of sand or gravel under the fire for any fire built on the 

ground; 

4. have no limbs or other burnable material to a height of 10 feet above the 

fireplace area 

5. be constructed so they cannot be moved from their mineral soil area 

6. no combustible materials within 10 feet of fire pit area 

What You Can Burn and When? 

Only leaves, woody debris or brush less than 5 inches in diameter, or untreated 
wood and dimension lumber can be burned. For any open burning a written fire 
permit is required. Even with the permit, no open burning between the hours of 9:00 
am and 5:00 pm unless it is raining. 

PLEASE NOTE: A permit for outdoor burning is not required for gas or charcoal 
grills that are up off the ground, and when the ground where you are burning and 
the surrounding area is completely covered with snow no fire permit is required. 

Air quality regulations restrict the type of material burned in the open. Stumps, 
painted or treated lumber, tires, tubes, plastics, foam rubber and shingles are some 
of the prohibited materials (see Department of Environmental Services, Air 
Resources Division Open Burning Rules).

RSA 125-N PROHIBITS RESIDENTIAL TRASH 
BURNING IN HOME INCINERATORS. 
PERMITS WILL NOT BE ISSUED FOR THE BURNING OF 
RESIDENTIAL OR COMMERCIAL TRASH. 

The Problem 

In some areas of New Hampshire, the burning of residential waste materials 
such as paper, plastics, household trash and garbage in a burn barrel or backyard 
incinerator has been a common practice to dispose of this solid waste. This practice 
can result in harmful health and environmental effects. 

e Household burn barrels and backyard incinerators operate at relatively low 

temperatures and have poor combustion efficiency. 

¢ Today’s residential trash contains inks, dyes, chlorine, plastics, toxic metals 

and a variety of synthetic materials, which produce toxic by-products when 
burned. 


is 


¢ Under these poor operating conditions, many air pollutants are generated 
and released directly into the air, where they stay close to the ground and 
affect the health of residents and neighbors, especially children. 


According to a recent EPA study, burning a week’s worth of trash from a single 
home in an open barrel can put as much of some toxic chemicals (such as dioxin 
and furans) in the air as a well-controlled municipal incinerator burning the trash 
from thousands of homes! 

The Solution 

Recognizing the environmental and public health effects of residential trash 
burning, the N.H. Legislature passed a new law in 2001 (RSA 125-N) that prohibits 
the “residential burning of combustible domestic waste.” This ban on “backyard 
trash burning” took effect January 1, 2003. The ban includes materials such as 
household trash, packaging materials, coated or laminated papers, rubber, painted 
or treated wood, coated or treated cardboard, oily rags and animal, vegetable, and 
kitchen waste. Penalties for illegal burning of trash may include a warning, with an 
explanation of the ban; fines of up to $100 for the first offense; and fines of up to 
$250 for subsequent offenses. 

The law gives DES primary responsibility for enforcing the ban, and requires 
DES, in cooperation with the New Hampshire Department of Resources and 
Economic Development (DRED), to educate and notify the public regarding the 
ban. Although DES has the primary responsibility for enforcement of the ban, DES 
is working closely with DRED and forest fire wardens on implementing the law. 

The ban does not include the outdoor burning of clean wood, leaves and small 
brush, campfire wood, and charcoal. These materials can be burned in a burn pile, 
but not a barrel, with a fire permit from the local fire warden. Penalties for burning 
without a fire permit include fines of up to $2,000 or one year imprisonment, or 
both. DRED has enforcement authority under RSA 227-L. |

When you request a written fire permit you will need to know the following: 


What are you going to burn? Material must be clean ordinary combustibles. 
Brush cannot exceed 5 inches in diameter. 


Where are you going to burn? How far from the nearest structure, trees and 
dead vegetation or overhead phone or power lines? Fires must be no closer than 50 
feet from a structure or 25 feet if in an approved burn container. 


When do you want to burn? Date, time of day, no burning 9:00 am to 5:00 pm 
unless it’s raining (permit needed even when raining). 


What do you have for fire protection? A hose, shovel or rake, and a bucket of 


water should be available at the fire. You are liable for the costs of extinguishing 
escaped fires. 
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How much help will you have during the burn? Your fire must be attended at 
all times, or completely extinguished. 


Do you own the land where you plan to burn? If not, do you have written 
permission from the landowner? 


Will you be able to extinguish your fire if someone complains? Officials could 
require a fire be put out if there are smoke complaints. 


Are there any tires or tubes in the material to be burned? Tires, tubes, plastics, 
shingles, and foam rubber are just some of the prohibited materials. 


Do you need more information on acquiring a written fire permit for outdoor 
burning?

Volunteer fire/rescue personnel answer these phones, so please allow time for 
calls to be returned. These are the same people that are answering emergency calls 
on a daily basis. 

Call in advance of the day you wish to burn, this will allow time for your call 
to be returned and for someone to issue the permit. It is not an emergency to want 
to burn brush or have a campfire.

This year was an extremely busy year for the Department. There were seven 
Businesses that either moved into the Precinct or expanded, requiring inspections. 
In addition to these Businesses, the New County Jail and New Courthouse were 
being built simultaneously. Both required extensive time for reviewing plans, 
attending meetings, and performing inspections. These tasks were completed in 
conjunction with the Town’s Zoning Enforcement Officer and Representatives from 
the State Fire Marshal’s Office. Both projects proved to be a major undertaking. 
There were 26 Oil Burner and Woodstove Permits issued. There were a total of 54 
Town Building Applications issued in this Precinct, of these, 22 were for new single 
family homes, 2 were for new commercial buildings, and 30 were for some type of 
addition, renovation, or out building. Time was also spent learning about and 
preparing for a possible Small Pox and SARS outbreak. 

Granite Road received a new bridge during the summer. In addition to the new 
bridge a dry hydrant was installed at this location to. give the Department quicker 
and hopefully year round access to the water from Pine River, as this is one of the 
few water supplies in the area. | would like to thank all those who supported having 
a temporary bridge put in to allow Granite Road to stay open during this project. 
Thank you to the Selectmen for listening and having the temporary bridge put in so 
the road could stay open. During the project the Department responded to five 
Emergencies in Granite. These were a medical aid, a lightning strike to a home, an 
outside fire, a home that had smoke in it, and a home with a furnace fire. 

Our Roster currently stands at fourteen. The Members not only answered all of 
the 296 Calls for the year, but also attended 54 Department Trainings and Meetings, 
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continued fundraising for a thermal imaging camera, and spent numerous hours 
familiarizing themselves with both the New Jail and New Courthouse. These two 
buildings have state of the art systems in them and are among the largest buildings 
in the Precinct. | would like to thank the Builders and the staff of the Jail and 
Courthouse for meeting with the Department numerous times so the Members could 
become familiar with each building. The Thermal Imaging Camera was purchased 
all by donations. These donations have been ongoing for a couple of years. 
Hannaford sponsored a cooking fundraiser. Miller Auto Dealership sponsored a tire 
raffle. Students and Staff from Cornerstone Christian Academy also raised money. 
The remaining money was raised through Private and Business Donations. THANK 
YOU ALL VERY MUCH FOR YOUR TIME AND DONATIONS TO MAKE THIS 
PURCHASE POSSIBLE. 

The Department's replacement plans are currently up to date. The 1993 Engine 
has been checked over and has had some body, paint, and pump work done to it in 
order to keep it in good working condition.
